No. 18-Pres/2019—The President is pleased to approve the award of the “Kirti Chakra” to the under mentioned 
person for the acts of conspicuous gallantry:— 

1. SHRI RAJENDRA KUMAR NAIN, CONSTABLE, 130 BN, CRPF (POSTHUMOUS), AND 

2. SHRI PRADIP KUMAR PANDA, CONSTABLE, 130 BN, CRPF (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award: 30th December 2017) 

On 30 December 2017 at around 0200 hrs, three heavily armed terrorists of JeM outfit sneaked into the campus by 
breaching the perimeter wall and entered the four-storeyed building of Type 2 and Type 4 Quarters. On receipt of information 
about the attack, the Valley QAT(Quick Action Team) from Srinagar and Range QAT of South Kashmir Ops Range (SKOR) 
and Anantnag rushed for Lethpora camp. It was decided to first evacuate the trapped personnel from Type 2 Quarters. 
Accordingly, Sh. Zile Singh, Assistant Commandant of Range QAT(SKOR) with his buddy Constable Rajendra Kumar Nain, 
moved for the task. Amid the heavy firing, troops first rescued about ten personnel from building, and then advanced to 
engage the terrorists hiding somewhere in attic area. 

As Constable Rajendra Kumar Nain reached for the attic door and opened it, the militant fired a volley of bullets at 
the door and simultaneously lobbed a grenade towards them. Saving him from this attack. Constable Rajendra Kumar, in a 
flash, without caring for his life, moved inside with his BP shield and fired a burst at the militant with full might. However, 
the militant anticipating the tactical movement also fired back from behind the cemented block. Resultantly, one Armour 
Piercing Incendiary (API) round pierced through the BP shield and hit Rajendra Kumar Nain in the upper part of the chest. 
Due to the hit, he lost control of the BP shield but valiantly continued to fire on the militant, till he fell unconscious and 
slumped on the ground. In the process, he inflicted grievous wounds on the militant. Shri Zile Singh, who was close to him, 
instantly reacted from the door and without caring for his life fired at the militant. Constable Rajendra Kumar Nain was 
evacuated to the hospital immediately where he succumbed to his injuries and attained martyrdom. Incensed by the loss of his 
buddy, Zile Singh charged on the militant with the covering fire from his fellow officer and neutralized on the spot. The 
neutralized militant was identified as Manzoor Ahmad Baba, r/o Drabgam, Pulwama. 

Meanwhile, one militant was sighted near the perimeter of the camp. The valley QAT team was directed engage the 
militant. Constable P.K. Panda and Constable S. Prakash of valley QAT were in the front. As they closed in on the location, 
the militant greeted them with heavy volley of fire. The militant was hiding in the undulating open ground and firing 
continuously. No effective cover was available to approach him without grave risk to life. Yet, Constable P. K. Panda along 
with his buddy Constable S. Prakash advanced through the open area adopting fire and move tactics. As they closed in, the 
militant tried to hurl grenades towards them. At this juncture Constable P.K. Panda, without caring for his life, came out of 
his cover and fired at the militant neutralizing him on the spot. The killed militant was identified as Fardeen Ahmad Khandey 
r/o Tral, Pulwama. After this, the valley QAT was tasked to clear the room from the ground floor and reach the top. 
Constable P.K. Panda was again in the lead with his buddy Constable S. Prakash. After clearing the ground and first two 
floors, P.K. Panda audaciously entered another room. The militant hiding in the room fired upon Constable P.K. Panda and 
inflicted injuries to him. Despite being injured P.K. Panda did not give up and continue to fire at the militant, till he fell down 
but not before inflicting serious wounds to the militant. Later he succumbed to his injuries and attained martyrdom. The 
militant was neutralized subsequently. 

The Lethpora operation continued for more than 36 hours and was eventually repulsed successfully by CRPF on its 
own. The success was largely achieved by the tremendous grit, determination, exemplary valour and never say die spirit of 
Constable Rajendra Kumar Nain, Constable P.K. Panda and Shri Zile Singh, Asst. Comdt. During the operation. Constable 
Rajendra Kumar Nain and P.K. Panda attained martyrdom in the line of duty in keeping with the highest traditions of the 
Force. 


Constable Rajendra Kumar Nain and Constable P.K. Panda displayed exceptional and conspicuous bravery, raw 
courage, utmost dedication and commitment to duty in fighting with terrorists and made supreme sacrifice for the nation. 

3. SS-46936F MAJOR TUSHAR GAUBA, 20TH BATTALION THE JAT REGIMENT 

(Effective date of the award: 26 May 2018) 

On the night of 23 May, 2018, eight militants attempted infiltration across Line of Control in Kupwara district of 
Jammu and Kashmir. At 0400 hours on 24 May 2018, Major Tushar Gauba laid an ambush to deny exfiltration to the 
terrorists. On night of 25 May, terrorists tried to exfiltrate. Party led by Major Tushar was alerted, and accordingly he 
redeployed his ambush. At 0530 hours on 26 May, terrorist group sensed the location of ambush led by Major Tushar and 
started indiscriminatory fire using automatic rifles and hand grenades in which Sepoy Sunil Kumar sustained splinter injuries. 
Sensing the danger to own party. Major Tushar Gauba crawled upto 20 meter close to the terrorists under heavy firing by 
terrorists. He lobbed a hand grenade and with utter disregard to his personal safety charged on the terrorists with his AK 47. 
In close combat he killed three militants with personal weapon. 
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Major Tushar Gauba displayed unparalleled bravery, conspicuous gallantry under heavy terrorist fire, tactical 
acumen and swift action to save his party which resulted in elimination of three hardcore terrorists and no further casualty to 
own troops. 

4. 15496659X SOWAR VIJAY KUMAR, THE ARMOURED CORPS/22ND BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA 

RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 


(Effective date of the award: 02 August 2018) 

Sowar Vijay Kumar, 22 Rashtriya Rifles (PUNJAB) deployed in Jammu and Kashmir, was part of “OPERATION 
VIJAY DARSU” from 02 August 2018 to 03 August 2018. 

On 02 August 2018, based on input regarding presence of terrorists in village Darsu, an operation was launched. He 
was the guide of party that laid initial cordon and covered most likely escape route. At around 0230 hours terrorists opened 
heavy fire towards his position to break cordon, undeterred he returned fire forcing terrorists to hide in maize field. At around 
0915 hours as search was being carried out by Major Varun Gaur, terrorists brought down heavy fire on search party. Sensing 
danger to his comrades he came in open and directly engaged terrorists, thereby ensuring safety of search party. In the 
firelight he got injured but eliminated one terrorist. 

Despite being injured he refused evacuation and under effective covering fire from his buddy he crawled forward 
and eliminated second terrorist in hand to hand combat. 


Sowar Vijay Kumar displayed indomitable raw courage and undaunting bravery beyond the call of duty in 
eliminating two hardcore terrorists and made supreme sacrifice for the nation.

No. 19-Pres/2019—The President is pleased to approve the award of the “Shaurya Chakra” to the undermentioned 
persons for the acts of gallantry:— 

1. SHRI IRFAN RAMZAN SHEIKH 


(Effective date of the award: 16 October 2017} 

During Intervening night of October 16/17, 2017, some local militants of Hizb-ul-Mujahideen outfit cordoned off 
the house of Mohd Ramzan Sheikh, S/o Ab Ahad Sheikh, a political activist and was acting as “Halqa President PDP” for 
quite a long period of time. After lying cordon around the house, a few militants knocked the door of said PDP worker. 
Shri Irfan Ramzan Sheikh, elder son of the PDP worker, aged about 14 years opened the door. He found three militants in the 
Verandah of the house holding AK series rifles and wearing pouches carrying magazines and grenades. These militants 
questioned him about the whereabouts of his father and also asked him for the key of the vehicle lying in the compound of 
PDP worker. Sensing that the militants could harm his family particularly, his father, he exhibited highest degree of courage 
and faced the militants for some time to dodge them so as to avoid their entry inside the house. In the meantime, his father 
namely Mohd Ramzan Sheikh came out from the house and as the militants sighted him, they pounced upon the PDP worker 
resulting in scuffle between him and the militants. Shri Irfan Ramzan Sheikh knowing that the militant could cause damage to 
any extent, did not think for a moment for his personal safety and pounced upon the militants while exhibiting highest degree 
of bravery and used his full muscle power to overpower the militants for safeguarding the life of his father and other family 
members. The militants resorted to indiscriminate firing resulting in severe bullet wounds to Mohammad Ramzan Sheikh. On 
seeing the father in a pool of blood, Shri Irfan Ramzan Sheikh did not lose courage and continued to engage one of the 
militants in scuffle who resorted to indiscriminate firing upon his father resulting in severe injuries to the militant as well who 
later also succumbed to his injuries and identified as Showkat Ahmad Kumar S/o Ab. Ahad Kumar. The militants, on seeing 
that one of their associates also got injured, tried to flee away from the spot. However, Irfan Ramzan Sheikh chased them and 
they left the body of their associate militant. While covering some distance in chasing the militants, Shri Irfan Ramzan 
Sheikh got a sense that his father is seriously injured and needs medical attention, he immediately returned back and with the 
help of other family members, shifted their injured father to hospital where he unfortunately succumbed to his injures. 

On the next day, some people from village and from adjoining areas accompanied by few militants marched towards 
the house of slain PDP worker and torched his house. 

Shri Irfan Ramzan Sheikh exhibited the extraordinary show of bravery and maturity exhibited in such a small age. 

2. SHRI ZILE SINGH, ASSISTANT COMMANDANT, 180 BN, CRPF 

(Effective date of the award: 31st December 2017) 

On 30 December 2017 at around 0200 hrs, three heavily armed terrorists of JeM outfit sneaked into the campus by 
breaching the perimeter wall and entered the four-storeyed building of Type 2 and Type 4 Quarters. On receipt of information 
about the attack, the Valley QAT(Quick Action Team) from Srinagar and Range QAT of South Kashmir Ops Range (SKOR) 
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and Anantnag rushed for Lethpora camp. It was decided to first evacuate the trapped personnel from Type 2 Quarters. 
Accordingly, Sh Zile Singh of Range QAT(SKOR) with his buddy Constable Rajendra Kumar Nain, moved for their task. 
Amid the heavy firing, troops firstly, rescued about ten personnel from building, and then advanced to engage the terrorists 
hiding somewhere in attic area. 

As Constable Rajendra Kumar Nain reached for the attic door and opened it, the militant fired a volley of bullets at 
the door and simultaneously lobbed a grenade towards them. Saving him from this attack. Constable Rajendra Kumar, in a 
flash, without caring for his life, moved inside with his BP shield and fired a burst at the militant with full might. However, 
the militant anticipating the tactical movement also fired back from behind the cemented block. Resultantly, one Armour 
Piercing Incendiary (API) round pierced through the BP shield and hit Rajendra Kumar Nain in the upper part of the chest. 
Due to the hit, he lost control of the BP shield but valiantly continued to fire on the militant, till he fell unconscious and 
slumped on the ground. In the process, he inflicted grievous wounds on the militant. Shri Zile Singh, who was close to him, 
instantly reacted from the door and without caring for his life fired at the militant. Constable Rajendra Kumar Nain was 
evacuated to the hospital immediately where he succumbed to his injuries and attained martyrdom. Incensed by the loss of his 
buddy, Zile Singh charged on the militant with the covering fire from his fellow officer and neutralized on the spot. The 
neutralized militant was identified as Manzoor Ahmad Baba r/o Drabgam, Pulwama. 

Meanwhile, one militant was sighted near the perimeter of the camp. The valley QAT team was directed engage the 
militant. Constable P.K.Panda and Constable S. Prakash of valley QAT were in the front. As they closed in on the location, 
the militant greeted them with heavy volley of fire. The militant was hiding in the undulating open ground and firing 
continuously. No effective cover was available to approach him without grave risk to life. Yet, Constable P. K Panda along 
with his buddy Constable S. Prakash advanced through the open area adopting fire and move tactics. As they closed in, the 
militant tried to hurl grenades towards them. At this juncture Constable P.K.Panda, without caring for his life, came out of his 
cover and fired at the militant neutralizing him on the spot. The killed militant was identified as Fardeen Ahmad Khandey r/o 
Tral, Pulwama. After this, the valley QAT was tasked to clear the room from the ground floor and reach the top. Constable 
P.K.Panda was again in the lead with his buddy Constable S. Prakash. After clearing the ground and first two floors, 
P.K.Panda audaciously entered another room. The militant hiding in the room fired upon Constable P.K. Panda and inflicted 
injuries to him. Despite being injured P.K.Panda did not give up and continue to fire at the militant, till he fell down but not 
before inflicting serious wounds to the militant. Later he succumbed to his injuries and attained martyrdom. The militant was 
neutralized subsequently. 

The Lethpora operation continued for more than 36 hours and was eventually repulsed successfully by CRPF on its 
own. The success was largely achieved by the tremendous grit, determination, exemplary valour and never say die spirit of 
Constable Rajendra Kumar Nain, Constable P.K.Panda and Shri Zile Singh, Asst. Comdt. During the operation. Constable 
Rajendra Kumar Nain and P.K.Panda attained martyrdom in the line of duty in keeping with the highest traditions of the 
Force. 


Shri Zile Singh, Assistant Commandant displayed bravery, raw courage, utmost dedication and commitment to duty 
in fighting with the terrorists. 


3. 14945605A SEPOY AJAY KUMAR, THE MECHANISED INFANTRY/42ND BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 


{Effective date of the award: 24 April 2018) 

On 24 April 2018, Sepoy Ajay Kumar of 42 Battalion the Rashtriya Rifles (ASSAM) was deployed as Scout in the 
initial search during an operation in Jammu and Kashmir. 

At approximately 0640 hours, the battalion Ghatak Platoon started search for likely hideout area. While the parties 
were approaching the area. Sepoy Ajay Kumar and Sepoy L Roshan Kom performing the duties of scouts of Battalion Ghatak 
Platoon drew heavy volume of fire from terrorists. The scouts retaliated and were engaged with Grenades by the terrorists. 
Sensing grave danger to his party Sepoy Ajay Kumar deliberately depriving himself of cover and displaying raw courage and 
nerves of steel, fired back on the terrorist enabling his team to move to cover without sustaining any injury. In this 
engagement Sepoy Ajay Kumar eliminated a Category A++ foreign terrorist while sustaining gunshot wound on the head. 

Sepoy Ajay Kumar displayed courage, exceptional valour and presence of mind in extreme challenging condition to 
neutralise the terrorist and safeguard his team, and made supreme sacrifice for the nation. 

4. IC-76425M CAPTAIN ABHAY SHARMA, SENA MEDAL, FIRST BATTALION THE PARACHUTE 

REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) 


(Effective date of the award: April 2018) 

Captain Abhay Sharma, SM was deployed along the Line of Control in Jammu and Kashmir for conduct of counter 
infiltration operations. 

In April 2018, Captain Abhay Sharma, SM laid an ambush along the Line of Control. At 1310 hours, the party 
spotted movement of 10 hostiles carrying weapons and moving towards own post. He quickly deployed his party at two 
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locations, and at an opportune time he along with his buddy opened fire and neutralised two terrorists. Displaying exceptional 
battle craft, he provided cover fire enabling his buddy to disengage and move to safety. Thereafter, displaying exemplary 
leadership he crawled under support fire of his buddy and shot down another terrorist at close range. 

Captain Abhay Sharma, SM exhibited composure exceptional tactical acumen under heavy fire and resolute 
leadership and successfully executed the ambush and neutralized terrorists without any casualty to own troops. 

5. IC-73080L MAJOR IMLIAKUM KEITZAR, 4TH BATTALION THE 4TH GORKHA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 09 June 2018) 

Major Imliakum Keitzar was tenanting appointment of Company Commander on the Line of Control in Kupwara 
district of Jammu and Kashmir. He successfully led “OPERATION REKHA” in which he showed exemplary tactical acumen 
and courage beyond the call of duty. 

On 09 June 2018, Major Keitzar went in pursuit of terrorists hiding in the inhospitable and snow bound terrain, 
crawled in the steep and rugged high altitude terrain ahead of fence and closed in on to terrorists braving their heavy volume 
of fire. The officer showed extraordinary valour by eliminating three terrorists all by himself one after the other risking his 
life time and again beyond the call of duty. The officer killed the first terrorist by closing in on to him and firing Multiple 
Grenade Launcher at close range. The officer further moved tactically towards the second terrorist and showing his raw 
courage shot him on his head risking his life to the terrorist’s spray of bullets. Sensing the presence of another terrorist, he 
endangered his life yet again and eliminated the third terrorist. 

Major Imliakum Keitzar displayed courage, selfless devotion, leadership and gallantry and personally eliminated 
three terrorists. 


6 . IC-76258F MAJOR ROHIT LINGWAL, 9TH BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL 

FORCES) 


(Effective date of the award: July 2018) 

Major Rohit Lingwal was deployed along the Line of Control in Jammu and Kashmir for conduct of counter 
infiltration operations. He meticulously developed intelligence network with respect to activities of terrorist outfits. 

Major Lingwal was able to obtain intelligence about a likely reconnaissance activity of a hardcore terrorist. The 
terrorist was to lead a group for conduct of major attack on own post on the Line of Control. Maj Lingwal led his troop 
through mine fields ahead of own defences and laid multiple ambushes for protracted period. In July 2018 in one afternoon, 
he observed the terrorist approaching own posts. He alerted his troop and started closing in towards the terrorist. Displaying 
outstanding field craft and nerves of steel, he maintained surprise till the end and shot him dead at close quarters. His action 
thwarted a major hostile action on own troops. 

Major Rohit Lingwal displayed gallantry, outstanding leadership, meticulous planning and perseverance in 
eliminating a hardcore terrorist. 

7. 16121676N SAPPER MAHESH HN, THE CORPS OF ENGINEERS/44TH BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA 

RIFLES 


(Effective date of the award: 03 August 2018) 

On 03 August 2018, a cordon and search operation was launched at a village in Jammu and Kashmir. Sapper 
Mahesh HN with his in depth knowledge of terrain, guided his team to lay a quick, effective and timely cordon cutting off all 
routes of escape of terrorists. 

At around 2100 hours, his position came under heavy fire from five terrorists and the terrorists attempted to escape 
from that direction. Sapper Mahesh HN and his buddy in a fearless and gallant action, engaged the terrorists in an intense and 
close firelight. In this daring action, he assisted in neutralization of one terrorist and in seriously injuring another, and forced 
the surviving terrorists back inside the compound of a house. Next morning when his team was engaged in an intense 
firelight by terrorists, a terrorist in a desperate bid to escape, fired indiscriminately towards Sapper Mahesh. With nerves of 
steel and indomitable courage. Sapper Mahesh blocked the terrorist and neutralized him in an intense close quarter battle. The 
slain terrorist was later identified as a hardcore terrorist. 

Sapper Mahesh HN, displaying indomitable spirit, presence of mind, exemplary initiative and unparalleled courage, 
neutralized a hardcore terrorist and injured another terrorist and assisted in neutralization of other terrorists. 

8 . IC-80045L CAPTAIN ABHINAV KUMAR CHOUDHARY, THE CORPS OF SIGNALS/21ST 

BATTALION THE RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


(Effective date of the award: 07 August 2018) 

Captain Abhinav Kumar Choudhary is serving with 21 Rashtriya Rifles (GUARDS) since 24 February 2018. 
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On 07 August 2018, operational teams of 21 Rashtriya Rifles (GUARDS) and 9 Parachute Regiment were inducted 
for close cordon and surveillance of an area. At 0950 hours on 08 August 2018, on being alerted regarding move of five 
terrorists, he displayed tactical acumen and leadership and taking advantage of inclement weather and low visibility quickly 
readjusted both teams to prevent escape of terrorists. After visually confirming and positively identifying the terrorists, the 
officer and his buddy opened heavy volume of fire on terrorists. In the ensuing firelight, the officer displayed nerve of steel 
and unmindful of his personal safety, closed in with the terrorists which were hiding behind a boulder and eliminated one 
unidentified foreign terrorist on his own. The officer thereafter exercised effective command and control and ensured strict 
fire discipline which facilitated elimination of all five foreign terrorists subsequently. 

Captain Abhinav Kumar Choudhary displayed exceptional courage, grit and valour in elimination of five terrorists. 

9. IC-66057P LIEUTENANT COLONEL VIKRANT PRASHER, lOTH BATTALION THE PARACHUTE 

REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) 


(Effective date of the award: August 2018) 

Lieutenant Colonel Vikrant Prasher of 10 PARA (SF) led a small team to eliminate a hardcore terrorist. 

In August 2018 presence of a category A++ terrorist was confirmed in a specific area. Lt Col Prasher, alongwith 
three other ranks displaying extreme mental agility and situational awareness, closed in on the terrorist leader in a busy 
market place. A firelight ensued between the small groups of terrorists and the four valiant soldiers at extremely close range. 
Unmindful of the fire and risks, Lt Col Vikrant Prasher skillfully and accurately eliminated the terrorist leader while the other 
terrorists disappeared amongst the crowd. Lt Col Prasher skillfully retrieved his small team from the volatile crowd in quick 
time with tremendous professional grit. 

Lt Col Vikrant Prasher displayed bravery, superior tactical expertise, ingenuity and unorthodox approach leading to 
surgical elimination of a category A++ terrorist. 

10. 16014704X LANCE NAIK AYYUB ALI, THE RAJPUTANA RIFLES/ 9TH BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award: 15 September 2018) 

On 15 September 2018, a group of five heavily armed terrorists were cordoned in a house by 9 Rashtriya Rifles 
Battalion. Lance Naik Ayyub Ali was a part of the cordon, occupying a position covering the most likely escape route. 

At 0050hrs, terrorists tried to break the cordon by using grenades and heavy volume of fire. Due to their 
indiscriminate firing two of our men were wounded. L/Nk Ay 5 Trb Ali, on seeing his comrades hit, came out from cover and 
engaged one of the escaping terrorists. With complete disregard to his own safety, he brought down withering accurate fire 
onto the terrorist and eliminated him at very close range. He thereafter continued to engage the remaining terrorists and 
enabled evacuation of wounded personnel to a safe location. 

Lance Naik Ayyub Ali displayed unflinching bravery and indomitable spirit directly resulting in killing of a hardcore 
terrorist and the safe evacuation of two wounded personnel. 

11. IC-70006Y MAJOR AMIT KUMAR DIMRI, THE GARHWAL RIFLES / 14TH BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 


(Effective date of the award: 20 September 2018) 

Major Amit Kumar Dimri joined 14 Rashtriya Rifles (GARHWAL RIFLES) on 30 December 2015. 

On 20 September 2018, on receipt of information about presence of five terrorists in an area of Jammu and Kashmir, 
an operation was launched under Major Amit Kumar Dimri. The officer's meticulous planning ensured establishment of a 
compact tight cordon with no escapes routes. The officer personally led the initial search of target complex exposing him to 
grave danger and established first contact with terrorists. The officer ensured elimination of two escaping terrorists and 
trapping of remaining three terrorists inside a single cowshed. On 21 September, after elimination of two more terrorists. 
Major Amit Kumar Dimri closed in with the cowshed using bullet proof shields under direct fire of the terrorist and using an 
improvised explosive device created a breach in the wall. Major Amit Kumar Dimri charged inside the cowshed through the 
breach. 


The terrorist jumped out and tried to escape. However the officer pursued and eliminated him at extremely short 
range in close quarter battle. 

Major Amit Kumar Dimri displayed exemplary leadership and raw courage under heavy enemy fire in elimination 
of three terrorists.

Grants Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an institution of higher learning as a deemed-to- 
be-university. 

2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government 
vide its Notification No.9-28/2000-U.3 dated 07.05.2002, on the advice of UGC, had declared ‘Rashtriya Sanskrit Sansthan’, 
New Delhi consisting of its eight multi-campuses located at Lucknow, Allahabad, Jaipur, Sringeri, Trichur, Puri, Jammu & 
Garil (Kangra, Himachal Pradesh) as an “Institution Deemed to be University”, subject to a review after five years. 

3. And whereas, the Central Government vide Notification No. 9-28/2000-U.3 dated 01.01.2009, on the advice of 
the UGC, extended the status of Deemed to be University of ‘Rashtriya Sanskrit Sansthan’, New Delhi for a further period of 
five years i.e. upto 06.05.2012. 

4. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, 
vide Notification No. 9-28/2000-U.3 dated 30.06.2009, on the advice of the UGC, permitted ‘Rashtriya Sanskrit Sansthan’, 
New Delhi to bring the Bhopal and Mumbai Campus under its ambit as constituent teaching units. 

5. And further whereas, the functioning of Rashtriya Sanskrit Sansthan, New Delhi was reviewed by UGC through 
its Expert Committee during 28-30th January, 2017. The Report of the Committee was considered by the Commission in its 
521st meeting (Item No.2.03) held on 22nd February, 2017 and the following resolution was passed: 
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“Considered and approved with the condition that the deficiencies pointed out, if any, would be rectified and 
suggestions given by Expert Committee would be implemented within a period of six months and the compliance report 
would be submitted alongwith documentary proof to UGC.” 

6 . And whereas, Rashtriya Sanskrit Sansthan, New Delhi submitted its compliance report which was again 
considered by the Commission in its 537th meeting (Item No.2.04) held on 10th December, 2018 and recommended for 
extension of Deemed to be University status to Rashtriya Sanskrit Sansthan, New Delhi from 07.05.2012 onwards. 

7. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, 
on the advice of the UGC, do hereby extend the Deemed to be University status to Rashtriya Sanskrit Sansthan, New Delhi 
from 07.05.2012 onwards with the condition that the Institution Deemed to be University shall comply with the suggestions 
given by the UGC Expert Committee, from time to time. This extension is further to condition that all the terms and 
conditions that were stipulated in the earlier Notifications of this Ministry shall continue to be adhered by the Rashtriya 
Sanskrit Sansthan, New Delhi.

Commission (UGC) Act, 1956 to declare, on the advice of the UGC, an institution of higher learning as an institution 
deemed-to-be-university. 

2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government 
vide its Notification No.9-1/2002-U.3 dated 21.01.2003, on the advice of UGC, had declared Dr. M.G.R. Educational & 
Research Institute, Chennai, comprising (i) Thai Moogambigai Dental College and Hospital, Chennai and (ii) Dr. M.G.R. 
Engineering College, Maduravoyal, Chennai, as an Institution deemed to be University, subject to review after three years. 
Further, on the advice of UGC, the Central Government, vide its Notification No.9-l/2002-U.3(Pt.l) dated 02.07.2018 
extended the deemed to be University status to Dr. M.G.R. Educational & Research Institute, Chennai upto 30.06.2019 with 
certain conditions. 

3. And whereas, the Central Government, vide its Notification No.l0-9/2007-U3(A) dated 25th September, 2014, 
permitted inclusion of ACS Medical College & Hospital, Chennai under ambit of Dr. M.G.R. Educational & Research 
Institute, Chennai as Constituent Institution. 

4. And further whereas, the Institution Deemed to be University submitted an application on 18.06.2018 for 
inclusion of RajaRajeswari Medical College & Hospital, Bengaluru, Karnataka under ambit of Dr. MGR Educational and 
Research Institute (Deemed to be University), Chennai, Tamil Nadu. The application was forwarded to UGC for examination 
and advice in accordance with the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2016. 

5. And whereas, UGC examined the application with the help of its Expert Committee consisting of a nominee of 
Medical Council of India. The Committee unanimously recommended that the request of Dr. MGR Educational & Research 
Institute, Chennai, Tamil Nadu for inclusion of RajaRajeswari Medical College & Hospital (RRMCH), Bengaluru under its 
ambit may be considered by UGC. The report of the UGC Expert Committee was placed before the Commission in its 536th 
meeting (Item No.2.04) held on 14.11.2018. The Commission considered and approved the recommendations of the UGC 
Expert Committee. 

6. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, 
on the advice of the UGC, hereby accord its approval for inclusion of RajaRajeswari Medical College & Hospital, Bengaluru, 
Karnataka under ambit of Dr. MGR Educational and Research Institute (Deemed to be University), Chennai, Tamil Nadu as 
Constituent Institution with the following conditions: 

i. This declaration shall be effective from the academic year 2019-20. 

ii. Dr. MGR Educational and Research Institute (Deemed to be University), Chennai, Tamil Nadu shall award 
degrees only to those students who enrolled in the RajaRajeswari Medical College & Hospital, Bengaluru after 
disaffiliation of it from the affiliating university i.e. Rajiv Gandhi University of Health Sciences, Bengaluru. 

iii. The students enrolled in RajaRajeswari Medical College & Hospital, Bengaluru prior to its inclusion under the 
ambit of Dr. MGR Educational and Research Institute, Chennai, Tamil Nadu shall, receive their degrees from 
the University to which the institution was affiliated at the time of their enrollment. 

iv. The over-all performance of Constituent Institution shall be monitored by the Commission biennially for six 
years and subsequently as per the provisions of the existing Regulations and whose directions on management, 
academic development and improvement shall be binding on the Constituent Institution. 

v. All the earlier conditions that were stipulated in this Ministry’s Notifications shall be adhered to by the 
Deemed to be University. 
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vi. The entire moveable and immovable assets/properties as well as the existing manpower of the RajaRajeswari 
Medical College & Hospital, Bengaluru, Karnataka and its records (except those pertaining to the students 
who had already registered till they pass out of the Institution) shall be in the name of Dr. MGR Educational 
and Research Institute (Deemed to be University), Chennai, Tamil Nadu. 

vii. There shall be no diversion of assets or funds/revenues of the Institution Deemed-to-be-University/or of its 
Constituent Institutions, without prior permission of the UGC. 

viii. Dr. MGR Educational and Research Institute (Deemed to be University), Chennai, Tamil Nadu as well as its 
Constituent Institutions shall not engage or indulge in any activities that are of commercial and profit making 
in nature. 

ix. The academic programmes offered/to be offered at the Constituent Institutions of the Deemed to be University 
shall conform to the norms and standards prescribed by the UGC and other Statutory Councils concerned. 

X. The Institution Deemed to be University shall take appropriate steps to commence research programmes as 
well as doctoral and innovative academic programmes at all its constituent units. 

xi. All the prescribed norms and procedures of the UGC and other Statutory Councils concerned in the matter of 
admission of students, intake capacity of students, renewal of approval to the academic course / programme, 
revision of intake capacity of students, starting of new courses / programmes, etc. shall continue to be in force, 
and shall be adhered to by Dr. MGR Educational and Research Institute (Deemed to be University), Chennai, 
Tamil Nadu and its Constituent Institutions. 

xii. As and when necessary. Dr. MGR Educational and Research Institute (Deemed to be University), Chennai, 
Tamil Nadu shall update or revise or modify its Memorandum of Association (MoA) / Rules in accordance 
with the UGC (Institutions Deemed to be Universities) Regulations, 2016, as amended from time to time.

2. And whereas, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central Government, 
vide its Notification No. 9-48/2005-U.3 dated 19.12.2008, on the advice of UGC, had declared Vignan’s Foundation for 
Science, Technology and Research, Vadlamudi, Guntur Dist., Andhra Pradesh as an Institution deemed to be University for a 
provisional period of five years. 

3. And further whereas, the functioning of Vignan’s Foundation for Science, Technology and Research, Andhra 
Pradesh was reviewed by UGC with the help of its Expert Committee during 9-11th October, 2017. As per direction of this 
Ministry, the Institution was again reviewed during 27-29th September, 2018. The UGC Expert Committee, while 
recommending for the continuation of Deemed to be University status to Vignan’s Foundation for Science, Technology and 
Research, Andhra Pradesh, pointed out the following deficiencies; 

a) H-Index of the Deemed to be University is reasonably less. 

b) There is shortage of senior level faculty in the Institution. 

c) Curriculum with 195 credits is too overloaded and has little scope for self-learning. 

d) Laboratories are to be upgraded with advanced equipments. 

e) There is a lack of innovation in teaching. 

f) Inadequate hostel facilities for the students. 

g) Non-availability of residence in Campus. 

4. And whereas, the report of the UGC Expert was considered and approved by Commission in its 536th meeting 
(Item No.2.03) held on 14.11.2018. 

5. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred under Section 3 of the UGC Act, 1956, the Central 
Government, on the advice of the UGC, do hereby extend the deemed to be University status to Vignan’s Foundation for 
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Science, Technology and Research, Vadlamudi, Guntur Dist., Andhra Pradesh from 19.12.2013 to 30.06.2021 with the 
following conditions: 

i. The Institution shall improve its H-Index and CGPA Score of National Assessment of Accreditation Council 
(NAAC) as well as NIRF Rankings. 

ii. The Institution Deemed to be University shall recruit senior level faculty (Professor & Associate Professor) in 
the respective disciplines. 

iii. The Institution Deemed to be University shall reduce the burden of the Curriculum. 

iv. The Institution Deemed to be University shall upgrade its laboratories with advanced equipments. 

v. The Institution Deemed to be University shall provide adequate hostel facilities for the students. 

vi. The deemed to be University shall submit compliance report w.r.t. suggestions/deficiencies pointed out by the 

UGC Expert Committee. 

6. All the other conditions mentioned in the earlier Notification(s) of this Ministry as well as the Rules / Regulations 
of UGC and other Statutory Councils, issued from time to time, shall continue to be adhered by Vignan’s Foundation for 
Science, Technology and Research, Vadlamudi, Guntur Dist., Andhra Pradesh.
